Most of these items are also found 
in Rio and Sao Paulo, but, of 
course, these two sophisticated 
cities have their own wares to 
offer—beautifully detailed hand- 
embroidered blouses, lingerie, 
table linens, and childen’s ap- 
parel; handsome leather goods; 
and attractive silver, all found 


in downtown stores.

Now a Free Port 

Dispatches from Brazil within 
the last ten days describe the ar- 
rival at Paranagua aboard a 
United States vessel of the first 
shipment of merchandise to be 
imported by Paraguay within the 
terms of an agreement with Bra- 
zil under which 3razil has 
granted her neighbor free port 
privileges in this Parana port in 
exchange for the same special 
privilege in Concepcion. 

Once the legal formalities were 
taken care of, the merchandise 
was shipped in trucks which, in a 
three-day journey, brought it into 
the Guarani Territory. The same 
dispatch indicates that some 300,-

The Superintendency of Currency and Credit, in accordance 


with its Council’s decision at today’s meeting, and bearing in 


mind the stipulations of Articles 3, line “h”

and 6 of Decree Law 


7293 of February 2, 1945 and: 


In view of the need to promote as large a reduction as possible 


in import costs so as to benefit the general price level; 


Because of the desirability of taking pressure off the official 


exchange budget through the reduction of expenditures that 


can be liquidated in national currency; 


Since the general exchange situation does not permit the ex- 


tension of the exchange subsidy to payments for services 


related to imports benefited under the special exchange regime 


when such payments can be liquidated in our currency; 


has decided to make it known that: 


1. All Brazilian imports shall receive cover through the offi- 


a 


cial exchange market only for the value of the respective 
merchandise free on board in the foreign port of shipment 
(F.O.B. value). 


. The respective maritime freight and insurance services shall 


be liquidated in cruzeiros, these payments being permitted 
through the free exchange market in freely convertible cur- 
rencies, or—when referring to merchandise imported from 


bilateral trade areas—in the respective covenant currency. 


3. The principle that merchandise imported with exchange sub- 


sidy, including those not dependent on bidding (for ex- 
change) in auction, should be transported by Brazilian flag 
vessels is maintained, for this purpose those ships chartered 


or leased to national companies are also included. 

The principle reaffirmed in the preceding article will not 

be applicable only in the following cases: 

a) when imports are financed by foreign official entities and, 
on the basis of reciprocity, it is necessary to observe the 
internal legislation of the respective countries; 

b) when the impossibility of making the whole or a partial 
shipment in vessels bearing the Brazilian flag is proved. 


. Imports made with exchange subsidy will be subject further- 


more to the following norms in those cases in which the ex 

change rate granted is less than that of the free rate mar- 

ket: 

a) upon arrival of the merchandise in this country the 
importer shall deposit the equivalent in cruzeiros of the 


relative freight calculated at the same exchange rate 


assured for the merchandise; 

b) the Exchange Department of the Banco do Brasil shall 
register the counter value of the freight in foreign cur 
rency in a transit account (conta grafica), to be paid 
out (in cruzeiros) at the exchange rate prevailing in the 
free exchange market on the day the Banking Fiscaliza 
tion Department (FIBAN) authorizes payment in na- 
tional currency. 

c) the value of the maritime insurance premium must be 
paid directly to the insurance company in accordance 
with (existing) specific regulations. 


. The contracts which are in existence and which are not 


adaptable to the present instructions must be revised and 
altered so that they are immediately adaptable to the sys- 
tem now instituted. 


. Banks authorized to operate in the free exchange market 


may contract exchange sales for future delivery to cover 
freight on imports providing the existence of the Exchange 
Certificate for the F.O.B. value of the merchandise to be 
imported is proved. Instruction No. 61 of June 29, 1953 
issued by this Superintendency is thus altered.
